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Measuring a Sire by His 


Yearly 


Record Daughters 


N trying to determine which is the 
| ereatest sire of the breed, there 

are so many different factors to 
be taken into consideration that it is — 
almost impossible to deal with this important question 
with any completeness inside of a number of different 
articles. In this instance, in trying to solve one of the 
several aspects of this problem, we will first attempt to 
classify the different sires solely in respect to their yearly 
record daughters. ay 

The first sire that has our consideration is old Friend 
Hengerveld De Kol Butter Boy, who for some time stood 
in a class by himself as a sire of great producing yearly 
record daughters. It will be remembered that it was one 
of his daughters, Banostine Belle De Kol, that took away 
the championship laurels from Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 
2d on April 2, 1912, after the latter cow had, only a few 
months before, surpassed the long standing record of Co- 
lantha 4th Johanna. At practically the same time, two 
other of his daughters, Highlawn Hartog De Kol and 
Daisy Grace De Kol, also completed yearly records; the 
latter cow breaking the junior four-year-old yearly record, 
which she held until it was eclipsed a few months ago 
by Milanhurst America De Kol. : 

Banostine Belle De Kol held the world’s champion- 
ship record for the Holstein breed for about three years 
until it was exceeded by the great junior three-year-old, 
Finderne Holingen Fayne, although it had been sur- 
passed in the meantime by the two Guernsey champions, 
May Rilma and Murne Cowan. 

Friend Hengerveld De Kol Butter Boy had only a 
total of 30 daughters tested, five of whom have made 
above 30 pounds of butter. The highest seven-day record 
made by any of his daughters is 32.50 pounds, which is 
held by Daisy Grace De Kol. Only four of his daugh- 
ters have ever made semi-official records, but their won- 
derful persistency is well demonstrated by the fact that 
three of them made above 1,200 pounds of butter and the 
other made 1,088.75 pounds. No other sire ever equalled 
this record until his stablemate, Pontiac Aaggie Korn- 
dyke, was able to show three daughters each with records 
of over 1,200 pounds of butter. His daughters have made 
the following yearly records.

Through his daughters he is the grandsire of eight 
30-pound cows or more than any other bull through the 
female descent only. He is also the only sire to have 
three 30-pound daughters that have each produced a 30- 
pound daughter. aa 

In 1912 his three best daughters held first, third and 
fifth places among the highest record Holsteins for yearly 
production in the breed, and two of them, Banostine Belle 
De Kol and Daisy Grace De Kol, not only held the yearly 
records in the full age and junior four-year-old classes 
respectively, but also the records in the eight months’ divi- 
sion. No other cow of another dairy breed had equalled 
at that time the lowest yearly record of his three best

daughters, the average for the three 
being 1,258.11 pounds butter, which 
excelled the average of any other 
three cows of not only the Holstein 
but of all breeds combined. The time has probably 
passed when any other sire will ever be able to show 
such an overwhelming margin over all other sires in 
the yearly divisions, as world’s records are much 
harder to break now than they were four years ago. It 
is also a very remarkable coincidence that when the daugh- 
ters of Friend Hengerveld De Kol Butter Boy were mak- 
ing such phenomenal records for a year the daughters 
of Pontiac Korndyke occupied an even higher position 
in the seven-day division, three of the daughters of the 
latter sire holding at that time, first, second and third 
places, respectively, for seven days. 


The great bull whose name is usually linked with 
Friend Hengerveld De Kol Butter Boy, being bred to all 
of the daughters of the latter bull, and both living to- 
gether in the same herd for many years, is Pontiac Aaggie 
Korndyke. It is also another remarkable fact that it was 
this latter bull who finally excelled his stablemate in the 
number of great record daughters. One of his daugh- 
ters, Maplecrest Pontiac Application, just recently com- 
pleted a yearly record of 1,344.30 pounds of butter from 
23,421.2 pounds of milk, testing 4.59, which record now 
stands as the fifth largest of the breed. She is out of 
Banostine Belle, who is also the dam of the dam of Bano- 
stine Belle De Kol, who made 1,322.92 pounds butter in 
a year, the average of the two being 1,333.61 pounds but- 
ter, which average is over 200 pounds of butter higher 
than what two daughters of any other cow have ever done 
for a year and is also higher than the average of two 
daughters of any bull and is only exceeded by four cows 
in the world. The list of yearly record daughters of 
Pontiac Aaggie Korndyke is as follows:

It will be especially noticed that of all his daughters 
to make yearly records only one, Maplecrest Pontiac 
Bromide Girl, made under 750 pounds of butter, and yet 
she came very close to this mark, giving 730.96 pounds 
butter in a year. Five of his daughters, or 50 per cent, 
made over 1,000 pounds of butter, and four made over 
1,100 pounds, both of which numbers are not equaled by 
the daughters of any other bull. One of his senior two- 
year-old daughters, Maplecrest Pontiac Korndyke, held 
the world’s record in her class for some time by making 
895.52 pounds butter in a year, and four other of his two- 
year-old daughters each made over 700 pounds of butter. 
The high percentage of fat that his daughters carry in 
their milk is especially remarkable, for of all his high 
record butter daughters, but one, made 25,000 pounds of 
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milk in a year, and only five gave over 20,000 pounds. 
Two of his daughters, Maplecrest Pontiac Spotted Annie 
and Maplecrest Pontiac Application, both tested 4.59 in 
their yearly work, which is an average that is equaled by 
only one other cow in the world in her yearly production. 
It is doubtful whether any other family of Holsteins aver- 
age as high in the percentage of fat in their normal work. 
He is the only sire to have three daughters to make over 
980 pounds of fat or six to give over 700 pounds fat in a 
year. The majority of the great record daughters of 
Pontiac Aaggie Korndyke are out of daughters of Friend 
Hengerveld De Kol Butter Boy, there being no nick of 
the breed that has produced as many 30-pound cows or 
1,000-pound butter cows as has the blood of these two 
bulls mating together. One of his daughters, Maplecrest 
Pontiac Flora Hartog, who made 25,106.3 pounds milk 
and 1,232.63 pounds butter in a year is a daughter of High- 
lawn Hartog De Kol, who has a record of 25,592.5 pounds 
milk and 1,247.92 pounds butter. This gives an average 
of 1,240.28 pounds butter and 25,349.3 pounds milk, which 
is the highest average in the world for yearly production 
for mother and daughter. Another of his daughters, 
Maplecrest Pontiac Spotted Annie, who made 1,226.3 
pounds butter and 21,393.0 pounds milk in a year, is a 
daughter of Spotted Ann Daughter, who gave 23,582.3 
pounds milk and 1,088.75 pounds butter. This is an aver- 
age of 22,487.6 pounds milk and 1,157.52 pounds butter 
for a year, which is the third highest average in the world 
for dam and daughter. 

A three-quarters brother to Pontiac Aaggie Korn- 
dyke and one who needs no introduction, although he 
has been known in the past mainly by the work of his 
daughters in the seven and 30-day division, is King of 
the Pontiacs. 

He has had 31 daughters to make yearly records, 
or more than any other sire of the breed, but, owing to 
the fact that almost all of his daughters made their semi- 
official records in two-year-old form, he is not able to 
show as many extreme high record daughters for a year 
as some other sires, although in all other classes his 
daughters lead by wide margins. Three of his daughters 
have made over 1,000 pounds of butter, five over 900 
pounds, 10 over 800 pounds and 17 over 750 pounds, the 
number over 750 and 800 pounds being equaled by the 
daughters of no other sire. His list of yearly record 
daughters is as follows:

Sixteen of his two-year-old daughters have made over 
750 pounds of butter in a year or over twice as many as 
have the daughters of any other sire. Twelve of his 750- 
pound butter daughters made their records as senior two- 
year-olds, his daughters occupying first, fourth, sixth, 14th, 
16th, 18th, 19th and 20th places among the highest record 
senior two-year-olds of the breed. While King of the 
Pontiacs has eight in the list of the 25 highest senior 
two-year-olds, no other sire has over two in the list. His 
daughters have several times broken the records in the 
two-year-old class for yearly production, K. P. Axie being 
the first heifer in the world to make 755.87 pounds of 
butter in a year as a senior two-year-old and in the 
junior two-year-old division K. P. Alcartra was the 
world’s champion for some time, making 15,528.3 pounds 
milk and 761.46 pounds butter in a year. K. P. Manor 
Kate broke the world’s milk and butter record in the 
senior two-year-old division in 1912 by giving 22,106.4 
pounds milk and 1,023.41 pounds butter in 365 days, and, 
after four years interval, still holds both. world’s records 
in her class, which is longer than any other present world- 
champion Holstein cow has held her world’s records. In 
1913 the daughters of King of the Pontiacs were even 
more relatively prominent in the yearly division than they 
are at the present time, five out of the eight highest rec- 
ord senior two-year-olds, including the first and second 


place heifers, were sired by him. Nin > 
two-year-olds that made over 750 uae . pas be 
his daughters.

_ .His 10 greatest daughters for milk, including five 
junior two-year-olds, average 19,631.24 pounds milk for 
a year, which average is the second largest of the breed. 
His daughters have thrice broken the junior two-year-old 
record for a year, which is unprecedented. The last rec- 
ord breaker was Woodcrest Rifton Lassie who held for 
some time both the milk and butter records in her class. 
His daughters have broken nine world’s records for milk 
and butter in the yearly division, which is more than the 
daughters of any other sire have broken in the semi-of- 
ficial class. It also stands greatly to the credit of his 
daughters that their records were made under ordinary 
herd conditions and that they averaged carrying a calf 
during the greater part of their record. 

A bull, who was born and raised in the west and 
whose daughters were developed on the Pacific coast and 
yet whose offspring have made good enough records to 
enter into this comparison, is Ignaro De Kol. He is the 
only bull in the world to have eight daughters to exceed 
20,000 pounds of milk in a year or to have 10 daugthers 
to each give over 19,000 pounds. This is a very wonderful 
average, especially when it is considered that the true 
merit of his daughters was not discovered until they 
were well along in life and were scattered throughout 
different herds in the state of California. After the re- 
markable showing was made by Aralia De Kol in the 
herd of A. W. Morris & Sons, Woodland, Cal., these 
breeders sought to buy all of his daughters that were 
available and place them on yearly test, although several 
were so far advanced in age that they did not do nearly 
as well as though they had been tested in their prime. His 
list of yearly record daughters is as follows:

980,21 pounds butter from 20,825.2 pounds milk in a year 
as a senior two-year-old, came back as a junior four- 
year-old giving 1,389.45 pounds butter and 30,230.2 pounds 
milk in 365 days, breaking the world’s milk and butter 
records in her class. 

Bess Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes made 20,243.1 pounds 
milk and 835.3 pounds butter in 207 days, and also prom- 
ises to make well over 30,000 pounds of milk in a year. 
Bess Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes made 889.90 pounds 
butter and 21,245 pounds milk in a year, and Bess Burke 
Ormsby as a junior two-year-old gave 856.40 pounds 
butter in a year. A number of his daughters are now 
on yearly test and they promise to increase his greatness 
as a sire of great yearly producers when they finish their 
records. 

A bull whose daughters have had but very little op- 
portunity to make yearly records but who deserves to 
be mentioned in this list is Johanna Rue 3d’s Lad. His 
greatest daughter, Finderne Pride Johanna Rue, held the 
world’s record for yearly production over all other cows 
until her record was surpassed in the fall of 1915 by 
Duchess Skylark Ormsby. Her semi-official record of 
28,403.7 pounds of milk and 1,470.59 pounds of butter still 
stands unequaled by any other cow for both milk and 
butter, and her butter record has only been exceeded by 
one other cow. Her test is one of the most thoroughly 
authenticated ever made, Finderne Pride Johanna Rue 
being on strictly official test for almost one-third of her 
year’s work. Her phenomenal yearly record was largely 
due to her wonderful persistency, making 36.04 pounds 


‘ butter from 602.4 pounds milk in seven days and 147.05 


pounds butter from 2,437.3 milk in 30 days near the end 
of her year’s work, both records standing by wide mar- 
gins the largest ever made by any cow eight months or 
more after calving. Another daughter of Johanna Rue 
3d’s Lad to achieve a reputation in the semi-official divi- 
sion is Belle Netherland Johanna, who made 1,011.14 
pounds butter from 20,519.9 pounds milk in 365 days as 
a six-year-old cow, while carrying a calf over five months 
of her test. This record at the time of making was only 
exceeded by two other cows of the breed, Colantha 4th 
Johanna and Pontiac Artis. In her next lactation period 
Belle Netherland Johanna made 1,103.83 pounds butter 
from 22,811.8 pounds milk in 365 days; her two years’ 
consecutive production being 2,114.97 pounds butter and 
43,328.7 ._pounds milk, which, for several years, was the 
highest two years’ production of the breed for butter. 

Last, but not least, in the honor roll of the greatest 
bulls of the breed for yearly production is King Henger- 
veld Aaggie Fayne. One of his junior three-year-old 
daughters, Finderne Holingen Fayne, is the world’s 
champion junior three-year-old of the breed for every 
period from one to 365 days production. She made 1,395.06 
pounds butter from 24,612.8 pounds milk in a year, her 
butter record being the highest in the world over all 
breeds at the time of being made, and it is still the fourth 
highest of the breed in competition with cows of every 
age. One of his other daughters, Finderne Mutual Fayne, 
made what is considered by many breeders the greatest 
record for her age of any cow in the world, giving 1,200.64 
pounds butter from 22,151.i1 pounds milk in 365 days as 
a junior two-year-old. The number of daughters that 
the leading sires have in the following classes for yearty 
production of butter is as follows:

In this list it will be seen that Pontiac Aaggie Korn- 
dyke and Friend Hengerveld De Kol Butter Boy tie in 
regard to 1,200-pound daughters, each having three to 
make that mark, while no other bull, with the exception 
of King Hengerveld Aaggie Fayne, has more than one. 
As the best daughter of Pontiac Aaggie Korndyke made 
1,344.3 pounds butter while the best daughter of Friend 
Hengerveld De Kol Butter Boy only made 1,322.92 pounds 
or 21.38 pounds less, and, as the three highest daughters 
of Pontiac Aaggie Korndyke also average several pounds 
higher for butter than his rival, we must give him the 
credit of being ahead in the 1,200 pounds of butter class. 
In the next class, that of the number of cows that made 
over 1,100 pounds of butter in a year, we find that Pontiac 
Azggie Korndyke increases his superiority over all other 
sires having four to make that amount of butter, while 
his nearest rival, Friend Hengerveld De Kol Butter Boy, 
has three, and only two other sires in the world, Johanna 
Rue 3d’s Lad and King Hengerveld Aaggie Fayne, have 
two daughters to enter this list. In the 1,000-pound butter 
class, the daughters of Pontiac Aaggie Korndyke are still 
far above any other sire, five of the daughters of this 
bull giving this amount of butter in a year and his nearest 
rival is again his old stablemate, Friend Hengerveld De 
Kol Butter Boy, who has four in this class. King Henger- 
veld Aaggie Fayne and King of the Pontiacs, who has 
heretofore been left out of consideration because none 
of his daughters made over 1,100 pounds butter in a year, 
both come in ahead of the rest of the bulls, each having 
three 1,000-pound daughters. No other bull in the world 
has over two daughters to make over 1,000 pounds of 
butter in 365 days. From this point on downward, three 
bulls, owing to the fact that only a very few of their 
daughters made yearly records, Friend Hengerveld De 
Kol Butter Boy, King Hengerveld Aaggie Fayne and 
Johanna Rue 3d’s Lad, decline relatively in comparison 
with other bulls who have a greater number of daugh- 
ters to make yearly records. In the 900 pounds of butter 
class, we find that there is comparatively little difference 
between the leading bulls in this division, Pontiac Aaggie 
Korndyke and King of the Pontiacs each having five 
daughters to make over 900 pounds of butter, Friend 
Hengerveld De Kol Butter Boy being in second place 
with four in the list, while Homestead Girl De Kol Sar- 
castic Lad, Ignaro De Kol and King Hengerveld Aaggie 
Fayne each have three in that class. King of the Pontiacs 
exceeds all other bulls in respect to the number of daugh- 
ters to make 800 pounds of butter, having 10 to make that 
amount, while Homestead Girl De Kol Sarcastic Lad is 
second, with eight; Ignaro De Kol third, with seven: 
and Pontiac Aaggie Korndyke fourth, with six. 

In the 700 pounds of butter class and also in the num- 
ber of daughters tested, King of the Pontiacs is ahead of all 
other sires in the list. Homestead Girl De Kol Sar- 
castic Lad is second in respect to 700-pound butter 
daughters having 11 to make over that amount, while Sir 
Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes takes second place in the 
number of yearly tested daughters. It will thus be seen 
in this analysis that King of the Pontiacs takes first place 
in the number of great record daughters up to 900 pounds 
of butter, while Pontiac Aaggie Korndyke takes the lead 
after the 900-pound mark in respect to large yearly record 
daughters. King of the Pontiacs takes first place in three 
classes, is tied for first and second place in two classes 
and holds third place in another class. Pontiac Aaggie 
Korndyke holds first place in two classes and is tied for 
first in two other classes. It is thus very even in the semi- 
official division between the daughters of these two great 
bulls, although, if the number of very great yearly record 
daughters is alone considered, we would find that Pontiac 
Aaggie Korndyke would be in the lead with a small 
margin over King of the Pontiacs. In King of the Pon- 
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tiacs’ favor, however, it could be said that, with but three 
exceptions or less than 10 per cent, all of his daughters 
made their yearly records with first calf as two-year-olds, 
while but four of the 10 daughters of Pontiac Aaggie 
Korndyke made their records in two-year-old form. On 
the other hand King of the Pontiacs had 31 daughters to 
make yearly records or over three times as many as 
Pontiac Aaggie Korndyke. It could be argued, how- 
ever, that five of the 12 30-pound daughters of Pontiac 
Aaggie Korndyke made yearly records including his two 
highest record daughters while only one of the 17 30-pound 
daughters of King of the Pontiacs made yearly record. 
As these statements would only be a beginning of an 
endless chain of arguments that would lead nowhere, 
some other analysis will be given in the attempt to prove 
the question as to the greatest bull of yearly producers. 

We first take into consideration the factor of age 
and compare the leading bulls in regard to their two- 
year-old daugnters. 

Following is the list of daughters in the different 
classes for yearly production of the greatest sires of 
the breed:

King of the Pontiacs is thus in respect te two-year- 
old yeaiiy record daughters far ahead of all his rivals in 
every class, veing the only sire in this list tc have a 
daughter to make 1,000 pounds of butter, three to make 
over 900 pounds or seven over 800 pounds. Twenty-four 
of the twe-year-old daughters of King of the Pontiacs 
average 16,974.1 pounds milk and 787.86 pounds butter 
for a year, which is perhaps the most wonderful average 
oi the daughters of any sire for any length of time. 
Twenty-five junior two-year-old daughters of Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes average 13,598.88 pounds milk and 
605.34 pounds butter for a year and this average is steadily 
increasing. 

In the 900 pounds of butter class, King of the Pon- 
tiacs has three two-year-old daughters to make that 
amount of butter, while King Walker is able to show 
two daughters in that class. Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mer- 
cedes and Homestead Girl De Kol Sarcastic Lad each 
have one 900-pound daughter. King of the Pontiacs has 
seven two-year-old daughters to make over &00 pounds 
of butter while two other sires, Homestead Girl De Kol 
Sarcastic Lad and De Kol 2d’s Butter Boy, have three 
each. Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes and King Walker 
have two 800-pound daughters, and Pontiac Aaggie Korn- 
dyke comes in the list with one. Twenty-two of the 
two-year-old daughters of King of the Pontiacs made 
over 700 pounds of butter, while Homestead Girl De Kol 
Sarcastic Lad is second with six or less than a third as 
many. Pontiac Aaggie Korndyke is third with five, and 
Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes and Homestead Girl De 
Kul Soreastic Lad each have four. In the 600-pound class 
King of the £vu..tines has 27 of his 28 yearly record two- 
year-old daughters to mance ‘hat amount, while Sir Pie- 
tertje Ormsby Mercedes has 15 out of 25, or just 60 per 
cent.

In this table the two Maplecrest sires lead all the 
rest, Pontiac Aaggie Korndyke stepping from second to 
first place and Friend Hengerveld De Kol Butter Boy 
from fourth to second place.

The two Maplecrest sires are for the second time far 
in the lead, each being almost 200 pounds of butter ahead 
of the third leading sire, Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes. 
Again it will be noticed that Pontiac Aaggie Korndyke 
takes first place but with a very slight margin over his 
stable mate, Friend Hengerveld De Kol Butter Boy, there 
being little difference in the average of the two, three or 
four highest record daughters of these two great sires. 
King of the Pontiacs is but a few pounds of butter behind 
Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes in the race for third place, 
and following up in the rear again is Ignaro De Kol and 
Homestead Girl De Kol Sarcastic Lad. It will be seen 
that the daughters of Friend Hengerveld De Kol Butter 
Boy average higher for milk in all the preceding classes 
than the daughters of any other bull. 

In the next table another great sire, Friend Henger- 
veld De Kol Butter Boy, is dropped, owing to the fact 
that he had but four daughters tested for yearly pro- 
duction.

opinion of the majority of breeders, entitle him to the 
title of being “the world’s greatest yearly record sire” 
On the other hand we think that the records made by the 
daughters of King of the Pontiacs, perhaps, are greater 
proportionately as two-year-olds than the records of the 
daughters of Pontiac Aaggie Korndyke as full age cows 
and had the same percentage of 30-pound daughters of 
King of the Pontiacs been tested for a year, the latter 
bull would stand far ahead of all his rivals as a sire of 
great yearly record producers, It is as hard a task to 
decide between the two sires as to which is the greatest 
as to choose, for illustration, between a 25-pound two- 
year-old and a 30-pound mature cow. While the majority 
would probably think that the 25-pound two-year-old rec- 
ord is proportionately the greater of the two, yet, per- 
haps, in the majority of instances the 30-pound cow would 
bring more at public auction. As to which will be the 
greatest sire in the future will largely depend upon the 
number of daughters of King of the Pontiacs that will be 
entered in yearly test. Pontiac Aaggie Korndyke and 
King of the Pontiacs had better look well towards their 
honors, however, for, at the rate that the daughters of 
Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes are going, it will not be 
long before they are ahead of those of any other sire. 


History of the Holstein-Friesian in Its 
Native Country 


CHAPTER I. 


HE native home of the Holstein- 

Friesian cow is the little king- 

dom of the Netherlands, better 
known as Holland or Dutchland. 

This little kingdom is divided into 
11 provinces of which, however, the 
leading cattle breeding province is 
Friesland. Through its natural ad- 
vantages of soil and climate, this 
province must have lent herself by her 
natural excellence to cattle breeding 
and dairying, about the year 400 B. C. 
and probably hundreds of years be- 
fore that date.

About 400 years B. C., then the 
first settlement of the Friesian and 
Batavian peoples in the Netherlands 


took place. The Friesians were a peo- 
ple that loved dairying and cattle 
breeding, the Batavians were more 


grain farmers, both of course very 
rough in manners. The province of 
Friesland, however, was a very low 
region and is such still. This is es- 
pecially apparent when we take into 
consideration that it lies largely sev- 
eral feet below the level of the sea.

DIJKSTRA the sea dike in Holland with the re- 
sult that not only mankind fell vic- 
tim to this inundation, but that also 
hundreds of the dear cattle were de- 
stroyed and farms and even towns 
were put under water, meaning a loss 
to the little kingdom of millions of 
dollars. 

On nearly every farm we find a 
windmill which hauls the water from 
the farm fields and pours it out in the 
canals. A few years ago the water 
from these canals was poured out in 
the sea by means of sluices. How- 
ever, the water discharge from these 
canals was quite left to nature’s ca- 
prices, that is a water discharge in 
the sea could only take place, when 
the wind was in a favorable direction, 
so that it often happened that the 
water inundated also the pieces of 
land inside the small dikes. In the 
present time, however, some steam 
water mills are built and they form a 
little better system for a regular wa- 
ter discharge. 

In the old times of about 400 B. 
C. the Friesians had absolutely no 
shelter from the sea water, but they 
knew with the help of their primitive

shovels, how to protect themselves 
against the water, by throwing up 
refuge hills to which they fled, when 
the water rose too high. These hills 
are still found in the province of 
Friesland and they contain a treasure

by the traveler in summer and also in winter time if the 
waters are not frozen. 

The Friesian people are and have been, however, in 
a continual struggle with the water and so it sometimes

As I said the Friesians were the 
first people who introduced the 
Holstein-Friesian cattle in that prov- 
ince at about the year 400 B. C. They 
were, however, ruled by the cruel 
Roman emperors and their marshals 
and these last asked from the Fries- 
ians a yearly tax, consisting of a cer- 
tain number of ox or cow hides. 
These hides were specially destined 
for clothing while the Friesians them- 
selves used the cattle more for milk 
and beef production. But aside from 
these useful properties, it represented 
also the measure of value and means 
of exchange. The same we find still 
among the people in the inner part 
of Africa. The Friesians exchanged 
goods for goods and having no other 
means of exchange they used the cat- 
tle. The riches of a person were 
measured by the number of cows he 
had. If the daughter or son were 
going to marry, his marriage gifts 


consisted of cattle. The cattle were 
considered of such value that theft of 
cattle was punished by awful whip- 
ping of the person or sometimes by 
the gallows.

EFFICIENT AND SYSTEMA- 
TIZED MILK DELIVERY 

An instance of the working out of 
a big economy in the interest of both 
consumers and producers is reported 
from Chicago, although the scene of 
action is in California. It is reported 
by Dr. W. A. Evans, the health com- 
missioner of Chicago. While on a 
trip to the coast some time ago he 
stopped at Riverside, Calif., and quite 
naturally interested himself in the lo- 
cal milk situation. He discovered that 
in 1910 there were eight dairies pro- 
ducing and delivering milk in the 
city, the eight operating 15 wagons 
and milk sold at 81-2c a quart, which 
was later raised to 10c. Even at this 
figure the dealers said they were not 
making a profit as a result of most 


of their efforts being consumed by 
expenses and in fighting each other 
for trade. 

The result of this situation was 
that the eight dealers finally got to- 
gether, closed up their city plants and 
constructed a modern plant at a cost 
of $31,000. This plant was equipped 
with every convenience and appliance 
for handling milk in an up-to-date 
manner and to it fifteen, instead of 
eight, dairymen deliver their milk and 
from which the milk is distributed to 
the family trade by three wagons in- 
stead of the fifteen under the separate 
arrangement. The result is the same 
returns for the milk to the dairies 
producing it, the retail cut to 62-3c 
a quart and annual dividends of seven 
per cent on the investment in the 
central plant.—Pacific Dairy Review.

OODCREST DORA DE KOL, the Mother Su- 

perior of the Pelletier Pontiac herd, is one of the 
most famous cows of the breed. Because of her remark- 
able performances she is considered by many breeders one 
of the greatest, if not the greatest, foundation cow now 
living. 

Woodcrest Dora De Kol has demonstrated her won- 
derful constitution in the performances that she has passed 
through during her life time of service as a dairy cow. 
While she is only 7% years of age she has seven living 
calves and has passed through five lactation periods. At 
the age of 22 months she made 18.17 pounds of butter in 
seven days; at the age of 33 months she made 21.37 
pounds in seven days. Her record as a 34-year-old is 
24.07 pounds of butter, and one year later she made 24.21 
pounds in seven days.

Oakland 
Dora De Kol made 21.75 pounds at two and a half years 
of age, and Dora Woodcrest Rag Apple made 20.07 pounds 
at 23 months of age. 

E. LeRoy Pelletier bought Woodcrest Dora De Kol 
and her youngest daughter then only 13 months of age at 
the Cazenovia sale in 1915. He is now the owner of the 
entire family with the exception of the eldest and her 
daughter.

Surely such breeding as this 
and such careful studying out of the lines that one desires 
to emphasize most clearly ought to result favorably. 

Mr. Pelletier is a firm believer in line breeding when 
it is possible to unite constitution, conformation and pro- 
ductive ability on both sides. This son of King of the 
Pontiacs will be used on the daughters of Pelletier-Pon. 
tiac King Doro De Kol, the present herd sire. Wood- 
crest Dora De Kol will be bred to King Korndyke Sadie 
Vale this year for it is Mr. Pelletier’s intention to mate 
her with the best sires of the breed as long as she lives 
There is a very pertinent question in economics here. 
Those who attended the sale at ‘Cazenovia, especially 
those who were in hypercritical mood, looked on with 
doubt when Mr. Pelletier purchased this family, but today 
he has demonstrated that he did not pay too much for 
his foundation stock. He maintains that he is $20,000 
to the good so far and he has been breeding these cattle 
only one year. The story of his first year’s success as a 
Holstein-Friesian breeder will be featured a little later 
and those who think that a man goes wrong on high 
prices for good cattle should read this account. 


Educating the Consumer 


HERE is probably no product offered to the American 

people whose food value is less thoroughly under- 
stood than just plain milk. A campaign is being under- 
taken now to stimulate the interest in this product, but 
very much remains to be done even yet. It is gratifying 
to note the campaign is bearing rich fruit. There is a 
field for a still greater harvest, however, and it is to be 
hoped the work will continue from this time with the 
greatest degree of success. 

Those who have a great fondness for figures have 
determined that the average person in the United States 
consumes less than half a pint of milk daily. This 
includes both the child whose main source of sustenance 
is milk and it also includes the adult, part of whose food 
is prepared with milk. 

Just how these figures are definitely determined is not 
our concern. What should startle us most is the fact 
that the average person uses only about a glass of milk 
daily, when as food it deserves a very much larger place 
in the bill of fare of the American people. This applies 
just as truly and perhaps with greater emphasis to those 
who must economize in providing for the family as for 
those who can buy lavishly. 

How are these conditions to be changed? The Na- 
tional Dairy Council is doing everything it can to stim- 
ulate a greater demand for dairy products through the 
very highest type of publicity but this work must be 
supplemented by all those who are interested in the pro- 
duction and distribution of milk and other dairy prod- 
ucts. In the first place there is a field for educational 
work with the reading public. This is other than that 
which is carried on through general publicity. But this 
educational work implies first of all a better knowledge 
of the food values of dairy products on the part of the 
producer and the distributor. 

If the general rank and file of men who make up these 
classes were asked to discuss such topics they would 
be at a loss to know just how to present their subject 
convincingly. And here is where the government has 
done much to assist in the good work. Several bulletins 
have been produced dealing with the use of milk in the 
home and the use of milk as a food. These can be 
profitably studied and the information they afford can 
be used to splendid advantage in the way of supple- 
menting the campaign of publicity which has for its sole 
purpose a stimulation of the use of dairy products in the 
American home. 

The result of this which may be considered as a 
secondary result from the campaign of advertising will 
mean a greater demand for dairy products which means 
a greater demand for Holstein-Friesian cows. Surely this 
is a topic in which we are keenly interested.

dates refers to the time during 

which the certified reports of 
tests were received by the Advanced 
Registry Office, and has nothing what- 
ever to do with the time the tests 
were made. 


Status of the Ten-months Test. 


The 10-months test will differ in no 
respect from the 365-day test, except 
that the age requirement will be 30 
pounds less of butter-fat in each in- 
stance. Any cow completing a 365- 
day test will have an additional 305- 
day record computed, and both rec- 
ords will be entered in the Blue Book. 
The longer record will in any such 
case be considered as the main record, 
and no cow will be entitled to com- 
pete for prize money in both divisions. 
The length of any test as reported by 
the advanced registry office will auto- 
matically determine the division into 
which that test falls; and all tests re- 
ported as exceeding 305 days will fall 
in the yearly division. The choice as 
to whether a cow shall make a 10- 
months or yearly test is left entirely 
to the owner; but if an owner reports 
milk beyond the close of the eleventh 
calendar month, it will be assumed 
that such owner desires to make a 
yearly test.
